Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner has fully reviewed Applicants 
arguments in light of the evidence furnished previously and agrees that the process claims are allowable. It is indeed unexpected that one 
or more of the synthetic approaches delineated by Kubota would give a much lower degree of sulfonation and/or significant side product 
formation (as Applicant had documented when attempting to sulfonate their polymers via oxidation a dithiocarbonic acid ethyl ester 
intermediate) than would the claimed method since there is no indication that any one of the methods disclosed therein is superior to the 
others. However, while the Examiner believes that the affidavit data serve to obviate rejection of the process claims, it does not, in the 
Examiner's estimation overcome the rejection of product claim 7 because the unexpected outcomes outlined in their submissions appear to 
come at the oxidation stage. That is to say, the expected intermediates provided by the different methods appear to be formed and it is the 
subsequent oxidation step that proceeds with unexpectedly varied success depending on the intermediate. Therefore, claims 1 , 3-6, and 8 
are now regarded as being allowable but claim 7 continues to be unpatentable. 
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
